REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Prior art fails to show or suggest an adaptor for use in the upper end of a 
supporting pipe means and supporting a standard of a light fixture, as claimed 
comprising an integral body having an upper and lower portion the lower portion 
defining a profile of a sphere having a radius equal to the radius of the inner surface of 
the pipe, the upper portion providing a mounting surface for engagement with the 
standard of the lighting fixture whereby applying clamping force about the upper end of 
the pipe means the adapter is held in a fixed position as claimed. Note claim 1 . 

Prior art fails to show or suggest a lighting support system including a standard 
supporting an illuminating fixture, a support system comprising an elongated foundation 
member for inserting into the ground and having an upper end with a mildly 
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compressible circular wall, an adaptor including an integral body having an upper and 
lower portion, the lower portion defining a profile of a sphere haying a radius equal to 
the radius of the circular wall thereby permitting a ball and socket action between the 
lower portion of the adapter and the circular wall, the upper portion defining a flange, as 
claimed, and providing a connection means for rigid connection to the connector means 
of the standard and a clamp means for constricting engagement about the circular wall, 
as claimed. Note claim 6. 

Prior art fails to show or suggest a mounting system for an outdoor light standard 
comprising an elongated pipe member having a subsurface opening and an upper end 
defined by an inner surface of a mildly compressible, circumferential wall of the pipe, a 
box unit for electrical connected having a lower portion for reception into the open end 
of the pipe and an upper end disposed above the pipe, the lower portion of the box 
having an exterior circumferential surface for close engagement within the inner surface 
of the pipe, the upper portion having a horizontal face for supporting the base of the 
standard, a universal connection means, as claimed, and a locking means for holding 
the upper portion of the box relative to the pipe's axis, as claimed. Note claim 7. 

Prior art fails to show or suggest an electrical connection box for use in a 
mounting system of an outdoor standard, the mounting system comprising a rigid pipe 
means having a mildly compressible, circular wall and a clamp means encircling and 
compressing the circular wall, the connection box comprising an integral unit having a 
lower hollow portion and an upper portion terminating in a upper flange for supporting 
the standard, as claimed, the lower portion including an outer wall defining a profile of a 
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sphere having a radius equal to the radius of the inner surface of the pipe, whereby 
applying clamping force about the upper end of the pipe means the adapter is held in a 
fixed position as claimed. Note claim 8. 

Prior art fails to show or suggest a method of preparing a mounting system for 
supporting an outdoor light standard comprising the steps of affixing a lower end of an 
elongated pipe within the ground the pipe having an opening for receiving electrical 
wiring, inserting a lower portion of an electrical connection box into the upper opening of 
the piper member, the box having an upper flat surface, adjusting the upper portion of 
the box relative to the pipe member, locking the upper portion of the box relative to the 
pipe member, feeding electrical wires through the lower opening of the pipe and through 
a sealable opening in the connection box, as claimed. Note claim 9.
